Tokio, Dec. 20.—The Jap anese fired 
an immense mine under p ortions of 
the north fort of Fast Keekwan moun­ 
tain at 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
The infantry immediately afterward 
charg ed and o* up ied the fort with a 
heav y force. 
The following rep ort of the cap ture 
was teleg rap hed from General Nog i's 
headquarters Monday : 
“At 2:15 o’clock on the afternoon 
of Dec. in p art of our army blew up 
the p arap ets of the fort of East Keek­ 
wan mountain and then charg ed. 
“ A fierce battle with hand g renades 
ensued.

“The enem y left forty or fifty dead.

Our occupation be­ 
came firmly assured today. 
"Before retiring the enemy exploded 
four mines in tin* neighborhood of the 
neck ot the fort. 
“We captured five 
nine-centimeter 
field guns and two machine guns, as 
well as plenty of ammunition. 
“The enemy left forty or fifty dead. 
Our casualties have not been investi­ 
gated, but they are not heavy.”

The following report of the capture 
was telegraphed from General Nogi's 
headquarters Monday: 
“At 2:15 o’clock on the afternoon 
of Dec. IS part of our army blew up 
the parapets of the fort of East Keek­ 
wan mountain and then charged. 
“A fierce battle with hand grenades 
ensued. 
“Owing to the stubborn resistance 
of the enemy with his machine guns, 
our operations were temporarily sus­ 
pended. 
“Subsequently, at 7 o’clock in the 
evening, General Semeamiam. com­ 
manding the supports, advanced into 
the casements and, encouraging his 
men, threw his supports into the fight­ 
ing line in a last brave charge. 
“At 11:50 o’clock at night we com­ 
pletely occupied the fort and imme­ 
diately engaged in the construction of 
defensive works. Our occupation be­ 
came firmly assured today. 
“Before retiring the enemy exploded 
four mines in tin* neighborhood of the 
neck ot the fort. 
“We captured five nine-centimeter 
field guns and two machine guns, as 
well as plenty of ammunition. 
“The enemy left forty or fifty dead. 
Our casualties have not been investi­ 
gated, but they are not heavy.” 
It. is reported that the Japanese 
have seized a strong position about a 
thousand yards southeast of 203-Metre 
hill preparatory to assaulting the new 
town and pushing between Liaotie 
mountain and the Russian headquar­ 
ters at Port Arthur.

Two of Members Thought Mayor 


and Alderman Opsahl Were 


Assuming too Much. 


A meeting of the city council was held 
in chamber* last night with President 
Johnson in the chair. The following 
aldermen responded to the roll 
ifnliaday, (lardner,*| 1 ’eterson 
Opsahl, Armstrong, 
Miller. 
City Clerk Low’s tflnancial report for 
the past month was received. 
It show- 
ed receipts to the amount of $18,783.31 
and disburements of $5,513.73. 'I'he re­ 
port was on motion tiled as read, 
Supt. Peterson reported that there 
had been a break in the wier dam at 
the electric light station and that he 
had purchased 5 cord of rock to tix the 
same. 
The 
superintendent 
reported 
that the dam washed out under the 
wier and that it gave them no tail 
water. After this was fixed it broke out 
again about eight feet up river and Mr. 
Peterson stated that it would be necs- 
sary to buy more rock, or plank to re­ 
pair the dam. On motion of Alderman 
Halladay the matter was left in the 
hand- of the superintendent of electric 
lights Avith power to act. 
The bill of the 
Minnesota Water 
Works company for hydrant rental from 
July 1, 1904 to January 1. 1905, amount 
ing to 83,929.10, was read and allowed. 


The final estimate of the cost of tin* 
work on lateral sewer “ A by Slipp 
(iruenhngan company, amounting to 
$1,333.80, le. > the amount already paid 
was submitted by City Engineer Wool 
man. The amount due was 8291.7*’. 
On motion the report was accepted and 
contractor ordered paid the amount. 
The same action was taken regarding 
the estimate of work on lateral division 
**(’", the amount being $627.71. 
A report signed by Aldermen Opsahl 
and Armstrong, of the street committee, 
on the matter of paving Laurel street 
from the east end of Seventh street to 
the east end of Eighth street, was re 
ceived. They' recommended that 11*1 
cords of rock be purchased for the pur­ 
pose of paving this street, also that 1 
cords be purchased for reserve. Alder 
man Halladay stated that he did not 
sign the report because he could see no 
good reason to buy the 1 lOeords of rock. 
It was explained that some rock was 
needed to tix the streets in different 
parts of the city. 
I'he committee s re­ 
port was on motion accepted as read. 
Under this hwad there was a revela 
tion which came as a surprise to many 
members of the city council. Alderman 
Opsahl, chairman of the street commit­ 
tee, reported that on December 10 he 
laid off the street commissioner and on 
being asked what authority he hail for 
doing so he said it was under the in 
struction of Mayor O'Brien. “ What has 
the mayor got to do with it: ' put in A1 
derman Gardner. 
It further developed 
that the mayor hail not signed the pay 
cheek of the street commissioner. A 
motion was finally made that the street 
commissioner continue in his capacity 
as such official until relieved by the 
city council, notwithstanding the action 
of Mayor O'Brien. The council was in- 
formedUuy-4-’ity Attorney Manter—that 
no such motion was necessary; that the 
street commissioner would remain until 
removed by the council. The motion of 
Alderman Halladay was withdrawn and 
the city solons breathed easier as they 
realized that they still had authority to 
hire city employees. 
The bond of CJ. E. Gardner, for $2,(XU), 
as sinking fund commissioner was ap­ 
proved as read. 
The bond of The Tribune for $500 ac­ 
count of being the official city paper* 
was also approved. 
On motion it was decided that the 
street commissioner will work under or 
ders of the street committee from now 
until spring. 
An ordinance which in 
substanco 
would grant a franchise to Dr. Werner 
llemstead to put in a complete gas plant 
in Brainerd was read last night and the 
council decided to lay the same on the 
table for the time being and to have the 
same published verbatim in the official 
city paper. 
On motion of Alderman Farrar the 
matter 
of ascertaining 
the price of 
rock was referred to the street commit­ 
tee to report a recommendation at the 
next meeting.

Peterson reported that there 
had been a break in the wier dam at 
the electric light station and that he 
had purchased 5 cord of rock to tix the 
same.

that the dam washed out under the 
wier and that it gave them no tail 
water. 
After this was fixed it broke out 
again about eight feet up river and Mr. 
Peterson stated that it would be necs- 
sary to buy more rock, or plank to re­ 
pair the dam. On motion of Alderman 
Halladay the matter was left in tho 
hands of the superintendent of electric 
lights Hvith power to act. 
The Cill of the 
Minnesota Water 
Works company for hydrant rental from 
July I, 1904 to January I, 1905, amount­ 
ing to sd,029.1(5, was read and allowed. 
The final estimate of the cost of the 
work on lateral sower “A" by Slipp- 
Gruenhagan company, 
amounting to 
$1,333.80, less the amount already paid 
was submitted by City Engineer Wool­ 
man. Tho amount due was $294.7(5. 
On motion the report was accepted and 
contractor ordered paid the amount. 
The same action was taken regarding 
the estimate of work on lateral division 
“C”, the amount being $‘527.7 1. 
A report signed by Aldermen Opsahl 
and Armstrong, of the street committee, 
on the matter of paving Laurel street 
from the east end of Seventh street to 
the east end of Highth street, was re 
ceived. They recommended that 110 
cords of rock be purchased for the pur­ 
pose of paving this street, also that 140 
cords be purchased for reserve. Alder 
man Halladay stated that he did not 
sign the report because he could see no 
good reason to buy the I IO cords of rock.

But the City Council Would Not

Two of Members Thought Mayor 
and Alderman Opsahl Were 
Assuming too Much. 


A meeting of the city council was held 
in chambers last night with President 
Johnson in the chair. The following 
aldermen responded to the roll call: 
Hallnday, Gardner,'^Peterson, Murphy, 
Opsahl, Armstrong, Baker, Farrar and 
Miller. 
Ci ty Cle rk Low’s |f 1 n aji cial re port fo r 
the past month was received. 
It show­ 
ed receipts to the amount of $18, 783.31 
and disburements of $5,513.73. The re­ 
port was on motion filed as read, 
Supt. Peterson reported that there 
had been a brenk in the wier dam at 
the electric light station and that he 
had purchased 5 cord of rock to fix the 
same. 
The 
superintendent 
reported 
that the dam washed out under the 
wier and that it gave them no tail 
water. 
After this was fixed it broke out 
again about eight feet up river and Mr. 
Peterson stated that it would be nees- 
sary to buy more rock, or plank to re­ 
pair the dam. On motion of Alderman 
Halladay the matter was left in the 
hands of the superintendent of electric 
lights Avith power to act. 
The bill of the 
Minnesota Water 
Works company for hydrant rental from 
July 1, 11XH to January 1, 1D05, amount­ 
ing to .S3.029.16, was read and allowed. 
The final estimate of the cost of the 
work on lateral sower “A" by Slipp 
Gruenhagan company, 
amounting to 
$1,333.80, less the amount already paid 
was submitted by City Engineer Wool 
luan. The amount 
due was $294.76. 
On motion the report was accepted and 
contractor ordered paid the amount. 
The same action was taken regarding 
the estimate of work on lateral division 
“C”, the amount being 8627.71. 
A report signed by Aldermen Opsahl 
and Armstrong, of the street committee, 
on the matter of paving Laurel street 
from the east end of Seventh street to 
the east end of Eighth street, was re 
ceivcd. They recommended that 110 
cords of rock be purchased for the pur­ 
pose of paving this street, also that 140 
cords be purchased for reserve. Alder­ 
man Halladay stated that he did not 
sign the report because he could see no 
good reason to buy the HOeords of rock. 
It was explained that some rock was 
needed to fix the streets in different 
parts of the city. 
The committee’s re­ 
port was on motion accepted as read. 
Under this head there was a revela 
tion which came as a surprise to many 
members of the city council. Alderman 
Opsahl, chairman of the street commit­ 
tee, reported that on December 10 he 
laid off the street commissioner and on 
being asked what authority he hail for 
doing so he said it was under the in­ 
struction of Mayor O'Brien. “W hathas 
the mayor got to do with it;” put in A1 
derman Gardner. 
It further developed 
that the mayor had not signed the pay 
check of the street commissioner. A 
motion was finally made that the street 
commissioner continue in his capacity 
as such official until relieved by the 
city council, notwithstanding the action 
of Mayor O’Brien. The council was in- 
formed-by-City Attorney Marvter—that 
no such motion was necessary; that the 
street commissioner would remain until 
removed by the council. The motion of 
Alderman Halladay was withdrawn and 
the city solons breathed easier as they 
realized that they still had authority to 
hire city employees.

On motion it was decided that the 
street commissioner will work under or­ 
ders of the street committee from now 
until spring. 
An ordinance which in substance 
would grant a franchise to Dr. Werner 
Hemstead to put in a complete gas plant 
in Brainerd was read last night and the 
council decided to lay the same on the 
table for the time being and to have the 
same published verbatim in the official 
city paper.

Ordinance Introduced at Council 
Last Night Was Temporar­ 
ily Laid Aside. 


Dr. Werner Hemstoad its in the field 
with a proposition to erect a gas plant 
in this eity. 
At the meeting of the city 
council last night an ordinance was in­ 
troduced which, if passed, would grant 
to Mr. Hemstead a thirty year franchise 
to operate a gas plant in Brainerd. 
Under tho provisions of the ordinance, 
which was presumably drawn up by Dr. 
Hemstoad, he agrees that he will erect 
a plant that will have the capacity of 
furnishing at least 20,000 cubic feet of 
gas in twenty-four hours and that the 
cost of the same will not exceed $2.50 
per cubic foot to the consumer. 
It is 
proposed to start work on the new plant 
within two years from date of the pas­ 
sage of the ordinance. 
The ordinance goes on and recites the 
different requirements, such 
as tho 
privilege of laying mains in the streets 
etc., and gives in detail the general plan 
under which the same is to be operat 
od. 
The council decided to lay the matter 
on the table fur a time and a motion 
prevailed that the ordinance be made a 
part of the record of the proceedings 
and printed in the official city paper so 
that everyone will get a chance to read 
and digest it.

Down twenty- 
four feet or more under tho heart of 
Chicago this work hud been going on 
for nearly two years, and not a sign of 
it appeared on the surface.

Work was 
pushed for th<* extension of th<* tun­ 
nels. an»l a large number of merchants 
entered Into contracts with the com­ 
pany. Th»» tunnels are of two sizes. 
Th»» trunk lines, which run along the 
chief streets, are tw»*lv<* f«»et six inches 
high and a little over eleven f»»et wide, 
and th»* branch lin«*s, which run off in­ 
to intersecting streets, nr»» six feet 
wide and sev»*n f«»et six inches high. 
The tunnels run from twenty four to 
forty feet below the surface. Business 
hous«*s will have connection with them 
so as to receive and discharge freight, 
coal will I»»* delivered and its transpor 
tatlon through the str<s*ts above avoid 
ed, and 1’uitetl States mails and news­ 
papers will I*»» distributed by the tun­ 
nel rout»»s. 
Merchandise will he deposited In the 
basements of tin* railway terminals 
«llreet from the underground roads. 
The freight ears nr»* a little more than 
ten f»*et long and have a capacity of 
fifteen tons <*aeh, and they are drawn 
by small electric locomotives. The cog 
wheel and third rail system is used. 
Tht» Chicago Fubwny company, which 
has recently tnk«»n ov»*r the stock of 
the company that bnllt the tunnels. Is 
capitalized at $50,000,0(X). Another sub­ 
way for Chicago has also been planned, 
and thla w ill be for passenger truffle.

the ex p ectations that are usually asso­ 
ciated with the idea. 
In Milan the 
strike was comp lete. All the factories 
were idle, tin* street railway s had stop ­ 
p ed tratlic, tin* p ap ers failed to ap p ear, 
the stores and restaurants were dosed, 
and broad, meat and tisli could 
11 >t be 
bought 
In short, tin* indisp ensable nec­ 
essaries of Ilf» * were wanting. 
Kven 
the calls were missing on tin* streets. 
“As usual when tin* p eop le attem p t 
to test th» *ir p ower, troop s w» *re s» *nt to 
the sc» *in*. I tut the government did not 
dan* to incite the p op ulation. Things 
became susp icious in a high « iegree. 
Even the p olice took p ains to observe 
a considerable reservedness, obey ing 
necessity ami not their own inclina­ 
tions. 
“And lln* ex amp le in Milan had ft 
contagious effect. Genoa, Turin, Ven­ 
ice, 
Nap l» *s, 
Home and otln*r » iti» *s 
Joined tin* strik» *, which in consequence 
became imp osingly 
bulky and con­ 
vinced tin* government that something 
had to 
I»«* done to allay tin* ex cited 
masses. 
As 
tin* strike 
had been cause» l 
by 
tin* Interferenc» * of 
tin* 
troop s, 
which had killed several workers and 
maimed others, tin* minister of war. 
Giolittl, felt comp elletl to giv« * the la­ 
bor ]« *aders the p romise that under no 
circumstances would in future troop s 
la* s« *nt to tin* scene of a 
strik« * and 
that tin* p oll« *« * would also be instruct­ 
ed to « ibserve the greatest imp artiality 
« luring time of strikes. Thus tin* Ital­ 
ian workers have nehlcveil a great vic­ 
tory through their united and harmo­ 
nious action. 
And the leaders of the 
German trades unions will do well in 
taking a lesson of this event. The gen­ 
eral strike is tin* future weap on of the 
tollers, from whom oue day all other 
arms may be taken out of their hands. 
Surely tin* g< nerul strik« * ought not to 
be p aragrap hed or included in the p ar­ 
ty p latform. But It should not In* neg- 
lect» *d to familiarize tin* p <*op le with 
tin* nature of a general strik« *. 
Such 
agitation will some day surely b« *ar 
fruit." 
Those elaborations, savs the Chicago 
Arb« *lt« *r Zeitnng, we have rep rinted 
from Zelt am Mon tag (Times on Mon 
day , edit« * I by Bernstein» , and 
w« * 
have liti 1«* to add to them. 
We only 
desire to give p rominence to the fact 
that the idea of a general strike is 
coming more and more home to the 
minds of the workers. Even the organs 
of Social Democracy , which formerly 
scormnl and ridiculed th« * Idea, are Is* 
ginning to take a lively interest in the 
question. 
Ind« *ed, even the Vorwarts, 
the leading p arty organ of Social De­ 
mocracy in Germany , already speaks 
of the g lorious day s of the g eneral 
■trike In Ituij. 
“We_ must not revoke 


these « lay s for trilling matters, but we 
will mol m ust leave op en tin* p robabil­ 
ity of a rep etition of them at any 
time,” the Socialist editor concludes his 
article on the achievements and les­ 
sons of this great strike without rais­ 
ing the p altry « p u*stion of “what the 
tollers are going to eat on the second 
day of the general strike.”—Free So- 
clety .

When tl»<* lire box lias be« *ii lin<*d with 
wood it is dranchc« l with oil, and th« » 
match is ap p lied. 
As soon as the !ir<* gains headway 
force« i draft is ap p lied, the op eration 
mvessary 
being

roundhouse, where all ap p aratus for 
qua kly p rtHluciug high temp « *rature is 
at hand.

It would be curious to know what 
my stic meaning our forefathers at­ 
tached to the simp le act «»f combing 
th« * hair. 
We learn from olil church 
records that the hair of the p rii*st or 
bishop was combed several times « lur­ 
ing services by one of the Inferior cl« *r 
gy , but w hat such a queer p roceeding 
slgnitieil uo one knows. The comb is 
also mentioned as one of tin* imp le­ 
ments uhihI « luring high mass, but only 
when sung by a bishop . Mass combs 
of the p m dous inetuls are still reckon­ 
ed as the most valuable p ossessions <»f 
some Europ ean churches, though they 
are of no us« * in modern ceremonies. 
Besides tla* gold and silv« *r combs, the 
p oorer churches hail them of ivory , 
iron, born and even wood, Uombs esp e­ 
cially known to antiquarians are those 
of St. Neot, St. Dunstan and St. Mal- 
achias. T hat formerly belonging to St. 
Thomas, the m arty r of Canterbury , is 
still k« *p t In the church at Thetford; 
that of St. Cuthbert, “the woman hat­ 
er,” at Durham cathedral. 
From sundry ref« *r« *ui*es in old leg 
ends to the use of the comb In divina­ 
tions and from its ap p earance in com­ 
binations with pag an emblems on rude­ 
ly sculptured stones In many of the old 
countries, it seems probable that It 
was a widely known pag an device and 
one that was hig hly venerated.—Lon­ 
don Standard.

ciated with the idea.

strike was complete. All the factories 
were idle, the street railways hail stop­ 
ped traffic, th** papers faihsl to appear, 
the stores and restaurants were closed, 
and bread, meat and bsh could not bo 
bought 
in short, the indispensable nec­ 
essaries of Iii'** were wanting. 
liven 
the cabs wore missing on the streets. 
“As usual when the people attem pt 
to test their power, troops were sent to 
the scene. But th** government did not 
dare to incite th** population. Things 
became suspicious iii a high degree. 
Even lh** polio** took pains to observe 
a considerable reservedness, obeying 
necessity and not their own inclina­ 
tions. 
“And the example in Milan had a 
contagious effect. Genoa, Turin, Ven­ 
ice, 
Naples, 
Borne and other cities 
joined th** strike, which in consequence 
became imposingly hulky and con­ 
vinced til** government that something 
had to be dom* to allay the excited 
masses. As th** strike had been caused 
by 
th** interference of 
the 
troops, 
which had killed several workers and 
maimed others, the minister of war, 
Giolltti, felt compelled to give the la­ 
bor leaders tin* promise that under no 
circumstances would in future troops 
he sent. to the scene of a strike and 
that th** police would also be instruct­ 
ed to observe the greatest impartiality 
during time of strikes. Thus tin* Ital­ 
ian workers have achieved a great vic­ 
tory through their united and harmo­ 
nious action. 
And tin* lenders of the 
German trades unions will do well In 
taking a lesson of this (‘vent. Tin* gen­ 
eral strike is the future weapon of the 
toilers, from whom one day all other 
arms may be taken out of their bunds. 
Surely the general strike ought not to 
be paragraphed or included in the par­ 
ty platform. But it should not ho neg­ 
lected to familiarize the people with 
th** nature of a general strike. 
Such 
agitation will some day surely hear 
fruit.” 
Those elaborations, says the Chicago 
Arbeit**r Zeitung, we have reprinted 
from /cit ain Montng (Times on Mon 
day. edited by 
Bernstein), and 
we 
have little to add to them. 
We only 
desire to give prominence to the fact 
that the idea of a general strike Is 
coming more and more home to the 
minds of the workers. Even the organs 
of Social Democracy, which formerly 
scorned and ridiculed the Idea, are la* 
ginning to take a lively Interest In tho 
question. 
Indeed, even the Vorwarts, 
the leading party organ of Social De­ 
mocracy In Germany, already speaks 
of the glorious days of the general 
■brike in 
m ust not revoke 


these days for trifling matters, hut we 
will aud must leave open the probabil­ 
ity of a repetition of them at any 
time." the Socialist editor concludes his 
article on the achievements and les­ 
sons of this great strike without rais­ 
ing th** paltry question of "w hat the 
tollers are going to eat on the second 
day of the general strike.”—Fret* So­ 
ciety.

The average citizen manages to set 
the house in an uproar every time he 
has to make a lire in the heater, but 
liis job is a trifle in comparison with 
what, a railroad fireman faces when a 
new tiro has to be built in a locomo­ 
tive. As a starter about 200 pounds of 
wood are necessary to tire up the or­ 
dinary engine, din* wood used is old 
railroad ties cut into convenient blocks. 
When th** lire* box has boon lined with 
wood it is drenched with oil, and the 
match is applied. 
As soon as th** tire gains headway 
forced d raft is applied, the operation 
necessary 
boing 
performed 
in 
the 
roundhouse, where all apparatus for 
quickly producing high tem perature is 
at hand. When a good bed of blazing 
wood lins been produced the fireman 
gets busy with bis shovel, plaMng coal 
in even layers over tin* flames. This 
part of the work is hard on the back, 
and the aggrieved individual whose 
woes are evident to th** whole block 
when la* labors with the heater would 
go down and out in the tirst minute ut 
it. Fnder the forced draft it is only a 
few minutes before the coal has been 
red need to a sheet of embers at white 
heat, and by this time there is enough 
steam pressure generated to permit of 
the locomotive being moved under its 
own flower. 
Continuous resort to the shovel on 
the part of the fireman does the rest. 
It is only about once a month that a 
new fire Is built in a locomotive while 
in service. The balance of the time tile 
tin* is kept alight by being banked 
when the iron horse is not on the road. 
—-Philadelphia Record.

It would be curious to know what 
mystic meaning our forefathers at­ 
tached to the simple act of combing 
the hair. 
We learn from old church 
records that the hair of the priest or 
bishop was combed several times dur­ 
ing services by one of the inferior cler­ 
gy, but what such a queer proceeding 
signified no one knows. The comb is 
also mentioned as one of the imple­ 
ments used during high mass, but only 
when sung by a bishop. Mass combs 
of the precious metals are still reckon­ 
ed as the most valuable possessions of 
some European churches, though they 
are of no use in modern ceremonies. 
Besides the gold and silver combs, the 
poorer churches had them of ivory, 
iron, born and even wood. Combs espe­ 
cially known to antiquarians are those 
of St. Neot, St. Dunstan and St. Mal- 
uchias. T hat formerly belonging to St. 
Thomas, tile m artyr of Canterbury, is 
still kept In tile church at Thetford; 
that of St. Cuthbert, “the woman hat­ 
er,” at Durham cathedral. 
From sundry references in old leg­ 
ends to the use of the comb In divina­ 
tions and from Its appearance in com­ 
binations with pagan emblems on rude­ 
ly sculptured stones in many of the old 
countries, it seems probable that It 
was a widely known pagan device and 
one that was highly venerated.—Lon­ 
don Standard.

“While tin* delegates at tin* Social 
Democratic convention in Bremen, Ger- 
many, were engaged in a theoretical 
discussion regarding the general ¡ trike 
and did not exactly know what atti­ 
tude to tnk<\ a strike of this kind took 
place In Italy which went far beyond 
the expectations that are usually asso­ 
ciated with the idea. In Milan the 
strike was complete. All the factories 
were idle, the street railways had stop­ 
ped traffic, the papers faih*d to appear, 
tiie stores and restaurants were dosed, 
and broad, meat and tisli could not be 
bought in short, the indispensable nec­ 
essaries of life were wanting. liven 
the cabs were missing on the streets. 
“As usual when the people attempt 
to test their power, troops were sent to 
the scene. I»ut the government did not 
dare to ineite the population. Things 
became suspicious in a high degree. 
Even the police took pains to observe 
a considerable reservedness, obeying 
necessity and not their own inclina­ 
tions. 
“And the example in Milan bad a 
contagious effect. Genoa. Turin, Ven­ 
ice, Naples, Home and other cities 
Joined the strike, which in consequence 
became imposingly bulky and con­ 
vinced the government that something 
had to be done to allay the excited 
masses. As the strike bad been caused 
by the interference of the troops, 
which bad killed several workers and 
maimed others, the minister of war. 
Glolitti, felt compelled to give the la­ 
bor leaders the promise that under no 
circumstances would in future troops 
be sent to tin* scene of a strike* and 
that tin* police would also be instruct­ 
ed to observe the greatest Impartiality 
during time of strikes. Thus the Ital­ 
ian workers have achieved a great vic­ 
tory through their united and harino 
ulous action. And the leaders of the 
German trades unions will do well in 
taking a lesson of this event. Tin* gen­ 
eral strike is the future weapon of the 
toilers, from whom one day all other 
arms may be taken out of their hands. 
Surely the general strike ought not to 
be paragraphed or Included in the par­ 
ty platform. But it should not he neg­ 
lected to familiarize the people with 
the nature of a general strike. Such 
agitation will some day surely bear 
fruit.” 
Those elaborations, says the Chicago 
Arbelter Zeitung, we have reprinted 
from Zeit am Montag (Times on Mon­ 
day, edited by Bernstein), and we 
have little to add to them. We only 
desire to give prominence to the fact 
that the idea of a general strike is 
coming more and more home to the 
minds of the workers. Even the organs 
of Social Democracy, which formerly 
scorned and ridiculed the Idea, are l»e 
ginning to take a lively interest In the 
question. Indeed, even the Vorwarts, 
the leading party organ of Social De­ 
mocracy lu Germany, already speaks 
of the glorious days of the general 
strike In ItiUx-.. ‘AVe must_ not reyoke 


those days for trifling matters, but we 
will and must leave open the probabil­ 
ity of a repetition of them at any 
time,” the Socialist editor concludes his 
article on the achievements and les­ 
sons of this great strike without rais­ 
ing the paltry question of “what the 
toilers are going to eat 011 the second 
day of the general strike.”—Free So­ 
ciety.

The average citizen manages to set 
the house in an uproar every time he 
has to make a fire in the heater, but 
his job is a trifle in comparison with 
what a railroad fireman faces when a 
new tire has to be built in a locomo­ 
tive. As a starter about 200 pounds of 
wood are necessary to lire up the or­ 
dinary engine. The wood used is old 
railroad ties cut into convenient blocks. 
When tin* fire box lias been lined with 
wood it is drenched with oil, aiul the 
match is applied. 
As soon as the fire gains headway 
forced draft is applied, the operation 
necessary being performed in the 
roundhouse, where all apparatus for 
quickly producing high temperature is 
at hand. When a good bed of blazing 
wood has been produced the fireman 
gets busy with his shovel. plaMng coal 
in even layers over tin* flames. This 
part of the work is hard on the hack, 
and the aggrieved individual whose 
woes are evident to the whole block 
when In* labors with the heater would 
go down and out In the first minute at 
it. Under the forced draft it is only a 
few minutes before the coal has been 
reduced to a sheet of embers at white 
heat, and by this time there is enough 
steam pressure generated to permit of 
the locomotive being moved under its 
own power. 
Continuous resort to the shovel on 
the part of tin* fireman does the rest. 
It is only about once a month that a 
new fire is built in a locomotive while 
in service. The balance of the time the 
lire is kept alight by being banked 
when the iron horse is not on the road. 
—Philadelphia Record.

THE HAIR COMB. 


It W un In R em o te T im e* Used In 
R elig io n » ( preinm iicR . 
It would be curious to know what 
mystic meaning our forefathers at­ 
tached to the simple act of combing 
the hair. We learn from old church 
records that the hair of the priest or 
bishop was combed several times dur­ 
ing services by one of the inferior cler­ 
gy, but what such a queer proceeding 
signified 110 one knows. The comb is 
also mentioned as one of the imple­ 
ments used during high mass, but only 
when sung by a bishop. Mass combs 
of the precious metals are still reckon­ 
ed as the most valuable possessions of 
some European churches, though they 
are of no use in modern ceremonies. 
Besides the gold and silver combs, the 
poorer churches had them of ivory, 
iron, horn and even wood. Combs espe­ 
cially known to antiquarians are those 
of St. Neot, St. Bunstan and St. Mal- 
achias. That formerly belonging to St. 
Thomas, the martyr of Canterbury, is 
still kept in the church at Thetford; 
that of St. Cuthbort, “the woman hat­ 
er,” at Durham cathedral. 
From sundry references in old leg­ 
ends to the use of the comb in divina­ 
tions and from its appearance in com­ 
binations with pagan emblems on rude­ 
ly sculptured stones In many of the old 
countries, it seems probable that It 
was a widely known pagan device and 
one that was highly venerated.—Lon­ 
don Standard.
